SUPREME COURT OPINIONS. 
PASSENGER LAWS UNOONSTITUTIONAL. 

Wasniveron, D. C., March 20.—The United 
States Supreme Court delivered a unanimous 
opinion reversing the decision of the California 
Supreme Oourt in the so-called Chinese case,” 
and ordered the woman Chy Lung to be released 
from custody in which she is held under the for- 
eigu passenger-act of that State. This decision 
sustains a ruling made by Jnstice Field in sim: 
ilar cases brought before him in the United 
States Circuit Court. The Supreme Court ac- 
companies its decision with a severe criticism 
of the law of California on this subject. 

A decision was also rendered in a case involv- 
ing the constitutiouality of the New York pas- 
senger laws. The Court deciares them uncon- 
stitutional, and holds that no law prescribing 
conditions as to the landing of passengers from 
abroad can be constitutionally made by any 
other power than that of Congress. 

MRS. GAINES’ CASE. 

In the case of Mrs. Gaines against Fuentes, 
Justice Field delivered the opinion of the Court 
reversing the decision of the Supreme Court of 
Louisiana, and holding that under the Popular 
Prejudice act of 1867,” where suit is between 
citizens of different Sta the case should be 
removed to the Circuit urt of the United 
States regardless of the subject matter in con- 
troversy. 


THE RESPONSIBILITY. 

The United States Supreme Court to-day also 
decided that the present County of Laramie, in 
Wyoming Territory, ia responsible for the pay- 
ment of the entire debt contracted by it previous 
to the segregation from it of two other counties. 
This case bas excited much interest for the rea- 
son that it is understood to involve the same

WHAT ITS COOK COUNTY ADVOCATES WANT. 
The Cook County Central Club of the Inde- 
pendent Greenbackers held a meeting last even- 
ing at the Club-Room of the Tremont House. 
Mr. A. C. Cameron occiipied the chair, and Mr. 
James Taylor acted as Secretary. 

After the reading of the minutes of the last 
meeting by the Secretary, Mr. 8. S. Gardner, 
Chairman of the Committee of ten appointed 
at a previous meeting to organize ward clubs, re- 
ported that organization had been effected in 
most of the wards. There were, however, a for 
wards in which no clubs had yet been organized, 
because they had been unable to find any one in 
those wards willing to take hold of the matter. 
He hoped that the Greenbackers in those wards 
would come forward and act with the Commit- 
tee, which meets every Saturday afternoon at 
127 Clark street, 

Mr. Sharp, of the Committee of five appoint- 
edto make arrangements for a convention to 
nominate candidates for city officers to run on 
an independent greenback platform. stated that, 
owing tothe fact that the Council was to take 
action this evening regarding the election of a 
Mayor, the Committee had dove nothing in the 
matter, but would ask further time until next 
meeting. The request waa granted. 

Mr. Gettleson said he had worked bard in the 
Tenth Ward since the formation of the party. 
They had the strongest Ward Club in the city, 
and he had no doubt that the Tenth Ward would 
go almost unanimously for the Independent 
ticket. The Democrats had concluded to go with 
them, as that party was going up the spout any- 


way. 

Gol. Ellitborp stated that heretofore he had 
always acted with the Republican party, but be 
could do sono longer. The industrial enter- 
prises bad been falling back {from what they 
were. Hehad fonnd that the cause of this was— 
there was not enough money. He has buried 
the hatchet, and meant to shake hands across 
the bloody chasm. There were as good ex-rebels 
as Union men. The real issue was the money 
question. The workingmen were all in favor of 


} greenbacks. All that was necessary to do was 


to place the question squarely before them. He 
would not vote for the best man in the country 
if he was an advocate of hard money. Let them 
go on and work for the Independent ticket froin 
now until election-day and they would sweep 
the country from Maine to California. 

A gentleman introduced Mr. Rice, a promi- 
nent politician of Ogle County, and the Club, 
thinking that the gentleman would make a 
greenback speech, granted permission for him 
to speak, Mr. Rice, bowever, bad not proceeded 
very far when those present perceived that they 
were going to catch a Tartar, as the speaker was 
starting in maguificently for an immense argu- 
ment in favor of specie-resumption, and there 
was considerable grumbling. ‘ihe speaker, how- 
ever, undismayed by the signs of disapproval. 
went on in his argument, saying that he could 
not speak with such hifalutin eloquence as 
some of the speakers, being only a simple farm- 
er, who made an honest living by the sweat of 
his brow, but he meant to speak so that every 
school-boy could underatand bis argument. He 
would argue two questions. What constitutes 
values. and what was an bonest ex- 
change? Now, be was producing 
at «great labor and expense dis 
product, and for this the Government offers 
him a thing which costs nothing. They could 
priut any amount of greenbacks. All they 
to make it were printing-presses and 
When they hada gold dollar they had 
an equivalent of what they exchanged for it. 
But if they hada greenback they had nothing 
bat a piece of paper. Paper-money, either 
made by the Government or the banks, was 
| only a promise to pay, and if that promise was 
not good for its face value. then it was a steal 
andafrand. Why not print enough of these 
promises to pay and give everybody ali the 
money he wants, so that they can live high aod 
build themselves houses as Jarge as the Tremont 
House. [A voice—‘“The Tremont House was 
built with paper.] He could not see what they 
wanted more greenbacke for. Capital was 
like his wheat. 
wanted to. regulate the 
wheat and bay what he must 
for. Would not everybody think that man 
crazy? And this was just what they wanted 
the Government todo. To force him to give 
his wheat in exchange for a thing that wae 
worthless, for greenbacks had their value only 
by the force of the Goyernment, and forced 
values were the most destractive agent of all 
prosperity that could be devised. [Signs of dis- 
satisfaction and requests that the speaker be 

.| Mr. Rice went on to say that he did 
not of his own account, but was requesi- 
ed by the meeting to do so. ) 

Mr. Ellithorp wanted to know of the speaker 
what it was that gave to the gold dollar its value. 
It was the Government stamp, and nothing else. 

Mr. Rice replied that the gold dollar had an 
intrinsic value, which the paper dollar had not. 
If news should come here to-day that the Rocky 
Mountains were full of gold, numberless people 
would gothere to seek for it. Would they go 
also after a mountain of paper? Paper 
could never be made as good as gold. The 
President might just as well issue a proclama- 
tion and e the water had to run up-hill as to 
gay pape was worth as much as gold. 

Near all the greenbackers had their dander 
up when Mr. Rice took his seat, and each one 
wanted to reply. Finally Mr. S. S. Gardner, who 
was in great trepidation, got the word. He 
wanted to know why greenbacks were worth 85 
cents on the doliar in England if they were 
worth nothing, as the speaker asserted. 

Mr. Rice wanted to answer the question but 
was vot allowed to do so, on the ground that 
the speaker had already had more latitude than 
was just. 

Mr. James Taylor thought that it was time 
they asserted their own principles; that was 
what they had met for. He then launched out 
into an eloquent speech, showing how fearfully 
their noble cause bad been misrepresented by 
Mr. Rice, of Ogle County. 

Several others made speeches to the same 


effect. 

Mr. Burdick wanted the reporters to under- 
stand that their party was not composed of in- 
flationists.

Speculation had put up the price 
of such real estate to a point which it could 
never Jegitimately reach, and, while the loss 
sustained is among people who can poorly afford 
it, to this should not be added the of a 
taxation on a valuation which can probably 
never be obtained. From the above some of 
the perplexing and intricate duties of an As- 
sensor can be sean, and when to these are added 
the examination into the value of all personal 
property, the cost of present labor and material. 
as compared with the fotmer cost, aad upon 
which assessments have been made it will be 
readily seen how great the experience and how 
intimate that knowledge must be which can 

tly equalize these wide difforances. It is bo-

A Curious Dispute, 

The Court of Justice at Munich has been 
called upon to settle asomewhat curions dis- 
pute which had arisen between the municipal 
authorities of thas city and the clergy. It bas 
always been the custom to deck the two towers 
of the cathedral with flags upon occasions of 
public festivity ; and until recently this practice 
had never given rise to any mis understanding. 
Since the unification of Germany the Archbishop 
of Munich has always hoisted the yellow and 
white flag with the keys of St. Peter upou the 
towers on saints’ days, while upon political holi- 
days the municipality has displayed from the 
two towers the black, red, and yellow flag, sur- 
mounted by the imperial eagle. Upon the last 
anniversary of the battle of Sedan these em- 
blems of the pew empire floated dly inthe 
breeze,” but the chapter of the eathedral 
protested against their exhibition, basing 
their objections upon statutes which 
date from the eleventh century. They in- 
stituted proceedings against the Munici- 
pal Council, and tbe trial, which lasted several 
days, is reported to have excited great interest 
in Munich. After making a careful study of 
local customs, and in default of any precedents 
to gnide them, the Judges have decided that, 
though the body of the cathedral is the exciu- 
sive property of the clergy, the city of Munich 
is inscribed the public registers as owner 
of the towers. The municipality is, ey 
entitled to bedeck them as it p at 
events unless the Superior Co to which the 
chapter intends appealing, should overrule the 
present decision.

THE SCHOOL BUDGET. 


A Lively Meeting of the Board of 


Education Yesterday 
Afternoon. 
Inspector Welch Called upon to Explain 
His Charges on School Man- 
agement, 


A special meeting of the Board of Education 
was held at their rooms yesterday, their being 
present Inspectors Bluthardt, Clarke, Covert, 
English, Hoyne, Kohn, Oleson. Shoeninger, Sul- 
Uvan, Welch, and President Richberg. The 
purpose of the meeting was stated to be the 
consideration of charges made at a recent meet- 
ing of the Common Council against estimates 
for the fiscal year submitted by the Board. A 
serious question also to be considered was the 
course of one of the members of the Board, 
whom he designated as then being present, and 
who had taken liberties which he was unable to 
describe, in a reported interview with him in 
Saturday's Trisunse. The President proceeded 
still further in the specifications of the 
charges against the Board. when he was 

who asked 

y had been received from the 

Councii by the Board desiring an investigation 
of the estimates already submitted. 

President Richberg replied that to his 
knowledge no such wish had been expressed by 
any member of the Council, yet under the 


charges made in Tux Tarsone he thought it em- 


1 proper that an investigation should take 
place, 

This bronght Inspector Oleson to his feet in 
such a manner as to indicate the highest indig- 
nation. He thought the Board had done its full 
duty in making out their appropriation budget 
in the first place, and he did not consider it the 
duty of the Board 

TO PAY ANY ATTENTION 

whatsoever to any newspaper reports as to the cor- 
rectness and justitiability of the estimates unless 
called upon to make such review by the Board 
of Aldermen. If the books in the Comptroller's 
Office were accurately exanfined, he thonght that 
it would be proven that the Board of Education 
had never had one single uncariailed a — 
tion. In his opinion, the Board of I. cation 
was a co-ordinate branch of the City Govern- 
ment, and was not obliged to furnish explana- 
ions to any other department, whether asked 
for or not. However. if any official communica- 
tion had been received, either aseerting that any- 
thing was wrong in the estimates already sub- 
mitted or requesting a new budget, any inquiry 
into past action would be to bis mind perfectly 
in order. 

Iospector W. K. Sullivan thought that the 
Board of Education, above all other Boards. 
should not stand upon technicalities, and he 
therefore pro — that, inasmuch as the charges 
had been m a wel-kKnown member of their 
own body, Prof. Weich. that the course to pursue 
would be to invite the gentleman to comme before 
the Board and explain. On being pushed by the 
other members of the Board, the gentleman 
made a motion to that offect. 

Inspector Clarke thought that such charges as 
had been made ought to be discussed and’ re- 
The fact 
that the charges 

HAD BEEN MADE BY A MEMBER 
of their own body was sufficient to give them «a 
greater semblance of truth than if they bad 
come from any individual Alderman. 

The discussion brought Iuspector Bluthardt 
to his feet. Under ordinary circumstances he 
would consider it nonsensical to call u avy 
member of their own body for an explauation. 
In submitting the estimates to the Council, he 
thought the Board had virtua!lyzindorsed them. 

The Committee on Salaries, he maintained, had 
car salaries down to the lowest possible figure, 
the High-School Principal being fixed at 
$3,000, tbe Normal School Principal at 
$2,500, and the Principals of Division High- 
Schools at 2,500, and so on down. Old and 
faithful servants were not at all overpaid. For 
instance, a young teacher received but 2550 for 
the first year, $650 for the second year, and 
8750 forever afterward. At this point the In- 
spector became terribly excited, and, in the 
midst of it, asserted that the allegations in Ius 
TRIBUNE, on the authority of a member of the 
Board of Education, were 

SHAMEFUL, AND INSULTING 
to the very best members of the board. 

Mr. Welch—I call the gentieman to order. 

Inspector Bluthardt— No wonder the gentle- 
man cringes. The manner in which he has 
sneaked around in this business and misrepre- 
sented the Board and the hard-worked employes 
bas been shamef ul in the very extreme. 

The excitement at this point was intense. 
Prof. Welch sat in one corner by himself, anx- 
iously awaiting the deliberation of that body. 
Finaily, Inspector Sullivan’s motion calling for 
an explanation from Prof, Welch was unani- 
mously passed. 

In response, Mr. Welch replied that he had no 
defense to make. A prominent city official had 
asked him some time since why the teachers’ 
pay-roll was eo large. To be more particular, 
one day he called upon ex-Ald. Woodward, who 
asked him why the appropriations Were so ex- 
cessively large, considering, of course, the 
prospect that the city was upon the 
verge of bankruptcy. He chanced to 
have the last month’s pay-rolis in his pockets, 
and at once exhibited them, and multiplied the 
same by seven for tne express purpose of show- 
ing the gentleman the exact expenses. The 
geotieman then inquired as to the number of 
extra teachers, aud he informed him that there 
were thirty-nine such employes. Le appealed 
to his co-members if it was not a

that for a year past the propriety of keeping 
such teachers under the city’s financial incum- 
brances bad not been too frivolously discussed. 
Subsequently be had mformed Ald. Oase of 
these facts. He had visited many of the schools. 
In one the Principal told him that two of these 
extra teachers could be spared as well as 
not, for they were simply nuisances. In these 
allegations, the gentleman claimed he had done 
— of which he was ashamed,—nothing

ELECTION FRAUDS. 


The Twentieth Ward Case Draw- 
ing to a Close, 


— 


Further Testimony Against the Men 
Who Acted as Judges. 


An Effort to Whitewash Bar- Tenders and 
Pickle-Peddlers, 


The trial of the Twentieth Ward judges of 
election, charged with sundry shortcomings, 
which has occupied the Criminal Court for sev- 


eral days, occupied the Court again yesterday. 


VOTED FOR HUCK. 

W. O. Jones was the first witness. He lived 
at No. 86 Clark t, and voted for L. O. Huok 
at the First Precinct. 

Gustavus Riok lived at 212 Kinzie street, and 
voted for L. C. Huck at the First Precinct. 

James Hamilton lived at 101 Michigan street, 
and voted for L. C. Huck at the First Precinct. 

CALVIN R. CORBIN, 

lived at 255 Ontario street, and was at the polls 
of the First Precinct at the late election. When 
he first got to the polis the windows were cur- 
tained, so that the judges could be only seen 
with difficulty. Directly after opening the polis 
be demanded the admission of a Republican 
challenger, but was told there was ‘already one 
inthe room. He then told the judges that he 
had been authorized to put in a challenger, and 
if any one was in there for the party it was with- 
out authority. All the answers he could 
get were evasive. He was hustled away 
from the window several times, 
and, after a great deal of trouble, and securing 
the aid of the police, Mr. Bittiuger was admit- 
ted as a challenger. At that time the tally-list 
on the outside numbered 92 votes and the poll- 
list 311. The window curtains wore then raised 
and remained up until about 6 o'clock, when 
they were again pulled down so that no one 
could see what was going on. 

Oross-eramined: He did not know of his 
own knowledge that the man on the in- 
side claiming to be a Republican chal- 
lenger bad auy authority. He was Captain of 
the Ballot-Box Guards, and had the authority to 
appoint some one. He understood that the man 
who was said to be acting as challenger had 
been appointed a judge. 

L. F. Wadsworth was recalled, and testified 
that be saw Jobn Crawford interfere and order 
Mr. Willing away from the window when he was 
reading the Election law. 

SAMUEL P. SHERER 
was next called, but his name not appearing on 
— indictment, he was objected to by the de- 
ouse. 

Mr. Reed said the matter was in the disere- 
tion of the Court, and he first knew of the wit- 
ness that morning. He expected to prove by 
him that the judges actually put tickets into the 
box that were not handed in at the window, and 
that he saw them do it. 

The Court ruled that the evidence was inad- 
missable under the rules, aud the prosecution 
announced that all of its evidence was in. 

Messrs. Reed and Van Arman, and some of 
the prosecuting witnesses, then retired to an ad- 
joining room for consultation. ina few mo- 
ments they returned and Mr. Reed said that 
they had concluded to drop the prosecution of 
Crawford, inasmuch ashe was not one of the 
judges, and under the evidence they could not 
ask his conviction. In his own mind there wae 
no doubt of Crawford’s over-officionusness, and 
that he advised with the judges in whatever 
was dove. 

The Court accordingly ordered Crawford's dis- 
charge, but instead of his going out he remained 
with the defendants and continued to manifest 
the deepest interest in the case. 

The evidence for the defense was then com- 
menced, aud 

BHERIY? AGNEW 
was the first witness called: He visited the First 
Precinct polis early on the morning of the clec- 
tion, and found Mr. Chaplin there acting asa 
challenger, who said he was acting for the Re- 
publican party. 

Cross-eramined: His sympathies were with 
tho Opposition party. Ald. Corcoran had come 
to him aud asked him to go to the polls and see 
what was going on. He discouraged the ap- 
pointment of auy one in Chaplin's place. 

OFFICER JAMES 8. FISHER, 

lived at 211 Larrabeo street, and was at the 
First Precinet during election dav. He was in 
the judges’ room when the count was bein 
made, and helped to handle the tickets. He di 
not see any tickets abstracted or any fraudulent 
tickets put in or counted. He remained in the 
room until the vote was announced. 

Officer Webber testified that he was on duty 
at the First Precinct polls, and in the room 
when the count was being made. He did not 
see anything wrong in the couutiug. 

Officer Hathaway testified that he was at the 
First Precinct polls in charge of the police. He 
did not know whether the Republicans had a 
challenger in the roomin the morning or not, 
but heard some dispute about the matter. He 
helped to count the ballots in the evening, and 
did not see anything wrong. The num of 
ballots did not agree with the poll-list, and some 
were destroyed, all parties agreeing. 

JOHN CRAWFORD 
was the next witness. He was at the polls be- 
fore opening, but was not allowed in the room 
at first. He was not there when the judges 
came, but he understood that Chaplin wae in 
the room in advance, and he ard him 
anaounce that he was acting as the Repub- 
lican challenger. He saw Mr. Willing readin 
the Election law, and was on the inside and cai! 
to him to go home with his law as be was iuter- 
2 — with the voting. Ald. Corcoran appoint- 
ed bim the Opposition challenger abont 10 
o'clock, and he went into the room for the first 
time. He did not see any baliot-box stuffing 
during the day, and was in the room when the 
ballots were counted. He pulled down the our- 
tain at the window just before the closing of the 
polis, but put it up again at the instance of the 
police, who said those on the outside were mak- 
noiee abont it The curtain 
door was raised when the 
polls were opened. He lived at No. 69 Chicago 
avenue, but just before the election he had been 
stopping at the Hateh House, where he had gone 
with a view to gaining a residence in the First 
Precinct. 
FRANK JOHNSON, 
one of the defendants, waa put on the stand. 
He was present when the polls were opened. 
Mr. Chaplin was there as a fudge, and he told 
him that be could not serve, because he did not 
live in the ward. Mr. Orowley was at in 
his place, and Chaplin said he would act as Re- 
publican challenger. The box was opened before 
any votes were taken. There was objection on 
the outside to Chaplin acting as challenger, aud 
Mr. Dixon was sent for, when Mr. Bittunger was 
admitted in his place. Wituess was enxious to 
preserve the peace, and sometimes challenged 
parties to hold up their bands and swear in their 
votes, although he knew them. . The curtain was 
not up when Bittinger came iu the room. When 
the count was commenced there were several of- 
ficers in the room. He emptied the ballot-box, 
and invited those present to assist in the count. 
There was found to be mere tickets than there 
were names on the poll-list, and the difference 
wae destroyed, taking 6 Huck votes an 
Hesing votes. He had no knowledge of the 
pallot-box ane stuffed, or any fraudulent votes

THE CREAM, OR NO PAY. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Cutcaco, March 20.—What to do to secure 
good, pure milk for our children and for family 
use, is the great question j ow. It is a fact 
that, as a genera) thing, impure milk, or 
skimmed milk, or watered milk, is sold to the 

people in Chicago. The lawis so framed as to 
protect cheese factories from imposition by 
milk-cheats and swindlers, but our narsertes are 
not protected. Cheese must not suffer from 
lack of cream, from chalk, or from any other 
adulteration, but who cates how many children 
suffer and die from. being fed with adulterated 
food. Our civilization hes reached the point of 
protection to the pocket of the cheesemaker, 
but protection to the life and health of children 
is not yet attained by society. The statute 
provides for @ severe penalty for skimming 
milk to be taken to a cheese-factory, but it may 
be, and is, once of twice skimmed. before being 
taken to our families and fed to our children, 
and there is no penalty whatever. It is time 
this matter was ventilated. It is time every 
cheat in the shape of a skim-milk peddler was 
hortze u hipped from every door. I have no doubt 
that hundreds of children iu our city die ever 
year from being fed with skimmed, watered, an 
adulterated milk. Itis a disgrace. shame, and 
crime in society to permit this well-known cheat 
and swindie to conuwue. For one, I have inau- 
gurated a vigorous war on skim-milk. And this 
is the way I did it: The swindler gave me good 
milk for a few weeks, then began to bring 
me such milk as farmers feed to pig, 
thoroughly skimmed or watered, I let the 
bill accumulate, and when he called for pay for 
his tickets, I told him to bring the cream he had 
taken from my milk, and I would pay the bill, 
othorwise not; and if be brought any more 
skim-milk to my house he would be likely to get 
cowhided on the spot. And the matter rests 
here. As the law furnishes no peualty for such 
cheating, ple must look ont for themselves. 
I suggest to all who are suffering from skim- 
milk to let the bill accumulate aud then de- 
mand the cream of which they have been 
robbed, or refuse to pay. This is the only reme- 
dy. The money is wnat these miserable spec 
mens of humanity are after, and wuen they Bot 
beat at their own game they will give it up, but 
not before. Try it ou, then, re who suffer, and 
see how it works.

The spell of weather still continues.

With a deal of dodging, the motion to sus- 
pend the rules was lost, the vote being 109 
ayes to 108 noes, less than the requisite two- 
thirds voting aye. The vote indicated the.

ing, which signified a disposition to defer

In their 
decision the Judges pass some severe stric- 
tures upon the barbarous anti-Chinese preju- 
dice of which the statute was an embodi- 
ment, whereby doubtless their Honors will 
call down upon themselves the d enunciation 
of the hoodlum press of the Pacific Coast. 
The Court also decided the New York and 
Louisiana statutes imposing the per capita 
immigration tax to be unconstitutional. The 
ground of the decision in all of the cases 
was that the States had no power to impose 
restrictions upon immigration. 


Brapizy Bariow, of the great Western 
mail-contracting firm of Bartow & Ban- 
sox, was further examined before the House 
Postal Committee yesterday, and imparted 
additional interesting information as to the 
straw-bid frauds. He admitted paying $15,- 
000 to Gov. Tuompson, of Idaho, for with- 
drawing his bid for the Oregon and Utah 
route, leaving his (Bariow’s) firm to take it 
at their own figures; also, that his firm was 
in the habit of doing that sort of thing. He 
denied that the firm had bought up officials 
in the Post-Office Department, but remem- 
bered having accommodated a Gen. Morcan 
L. Surrn, brother of the ex-Second-Assistant 
Postmaster-General, with a loan of $20,000 
during that brother’s incumbency of the lat- 
ter office. Further investigation into the 
straw-bid frauds, if conducted to find out, 
evidently wouldn’t be altogether wasted. 


By their neglect to order an election for 
Mayor and adjourning until Wednesday, 


the Common Council last night indicated 


their purpose, in defiance of law, of common 
justice and common decency, to deprive the 
people of this city of their right to elect a 
Chief Magistrate to fill the office that COL vm 
proposes to hold, without right, to the cost 
of the tax-payers.

Of course the office-brokers, the subsidy- 
mongers, the dismissed officeholders, and 
every man who has been corrupt in Congress,

The Chicago Jnter-Ocean yesterday, in an 
effort to stem the general feeling of public in- 
dignation caused by the offensive combina- 
tion of the Senators and Representatives from 
Illinois to force the President to withdraw 
the nomination of Mr. Drricxson, and to ap- 
point a Collector of Internal Revenue in 
Chicago dictated by them, has endeavored to 
make the matter a personal one, and there- 
fore utters various falsehoods concerning the 
editor of this paper. Here is a formal state- 
ment made by that paper : 

Mr. Jozi D. Harvey is one of the bondsmen of the 
late Collector. Soon after the death of Gen. WzensTER, 
Josxrs Mom, editor-in-chief of Tas Trarsunz, who 
is also on the late Collector’s bond, called upon Mr. 
Harvey, and urged him (H.) to accept the appoint- 
ment to the vacancy created by the death of the Collect- 
or, saying that he (MEDILL) would w a letter to 
the President in his (Harvey's) behalf. next day 
Mr. Harvey met Mr. Mepruu, and asked him if he 
had written the letter in question, Mr. Meprux said 
„No,“ and added that he had been placed in antagon- 
ism to Senator Logan in two or three instances, and 
feared that by recommending him (Harvey) he might 
80 place himself again, which he did not wish to do 
That this was not the real reason why the Hon, 
JosEPH MEDILL broke his word of honor is apparent, 
as we shall show, After having promised to recom- 
mend Mr. Hanvey, Mr. Mom got some new light 
on the subject of the successorship to Gen. WEBSTER, 
and so, instead of writing a letter to the President re- 
questing the appointment of Mr, Harvey, he joined 
J. RusszLL Jona, Customs Collector of this District, 
in atelegram to the Secretary of the Treasury, re- 
questing the appointment of R. P. DERICESOx. ° 

„ This is the secret of Mr. Mepriu’s horror at 
the temerity of partisan Senators and Congressmen in 
recommending candidates for official position, He 
declares that the Government is going to pieces be- 
cause “the Republican members of Congress from 
the Northern District of Illinois” select and recom- 
mend a person to be appointed to office in their dis- 
trict; but straightway himself telegraphs the Presi- 
dent recommending a person for the same place! Be- 
ing defeated, he realizes that his personal influence is 
not equal to that ofa half dozen chosen representa- 
tives of the people. 

One day last week, perhaps on Monday, 
March 13, Mr. J. D. Harvey called at the 
office of Taz Triscunz to discuss the death of 
Gen. Wesster. Harvey at that time asked 
the editor of Taz Trisune to write a letter 
to the President (or Secretary of the Treas- 
ury) recommending him for the vacancy. 
The acquaintance with Mr. Harvey was a 
slight one, dating perhaps only to the week 
preceding, and grew out of the circumstance 
that the name of the editor of this paper was 
one of those signed to Gen. WnSrII's bond. 
Mr. Harvey was little known personally and 
unknown politically in this office, the only 
knowledge of him being that he was some 
kind of an agent in closing up some bank- 
rupt corporations. The request of Mr. Har- 
VEY was reluctantly acquiesced in. The next 
morning he called again, and mquired if the 
letter had been sent, and was told that it had 
not yet been written, and that upon further 
reflection it was deemed best not to write it. 
Little more was said on either side, and Mr. 
H. withdrew. 

On the same day, perhaps, Mr. J. R. Jones, 
Collector of Customs, called at this office and 
exhibited a dispatch received by him from 
Washington City. This dispatch, which was 
not from the President, in substance stated 
that the names of four citizens of Chicago 
Had been recommended for the vacant office, 
and read something like this: Messrs. (A), 
(B), (C), and Drricxson are proposed for the 
vacant office of Gen. Wepsrern. The latter 
seems to be the most strongly urged. Which 
do you think is the most suitable?” This 
was the character of the dispatch, and almost 
if not the exact words, to the best of our 
recollection. Mr. Hakvey’s name was not 
one of the four mentioned in the telegram. 
There was no inquiry as to him. The dis- 
patch asked which of the four persons named 
was the most suitable. The four names were 
alone discussed. The editor of Ture Traisune 
expressed to Mr. Jonzs the opinion that, 
if Gen. Wresstern were living and had the 
selection of his successor from the list of four 
persons, he would choose Dericxson, though 
the others were excellent men; one of them 
would not probably accept the place, and, 
under all the circumstances, he thought 
Dexickson’s appointment would give the 
most public satisfaction. To this Mr. Jonzs 
agreed, and he answered the telegram from 
Washington accordingly. We have not seen 

o dispatch he sent, but Mr. Jonrs states 
that he included the name of the editor of 
Tae Tarsune with his own and that of some 
other gentlemen whom he had also consulted, 
—all giving the preference to Mr. Drnicx- 
s0N among the four names mentioned in the 
Washington dispatch. Here was the begin- 
ning and the ending of any connection on 
the part of the editor of this paper with 
recommending Mr. Derickson or any other 
person for the office of Collector. He neither 
wrote letters or dispatches to any person on 
the subject, and what he said verbally to Mr. 
Jonrs was in the way of discussing a ques- 
tion submitted from Washington concerning 
four persons, of whom DERICKSON was one 
and Harvey was not one. 

We submit these facts as an all-sufficient 
reply to the scandalous perversions and false- 
hoods by which the organ of all the thieves— 
personal and political—seeks to represent the 
editor of Tuz Tripunez as engaged in office- 
broking, and competing in that line with 
Senators and members of Congress at Wash- 
ington, who claim the profits of that busi- 
ness as perquisites of their offices. 

The Ministry of the Dominion of Canada, 
after patiently enduring the clamor and de- 
nunciations of a large faction, refused to rec- 
ommend or to propose to Parliament the re- 
modeling of the Canadian tariff upon a pro- 
tective basis.

the World in which to sell everything they 
eh produce, and in which to purchase every- 
thing they may need. The law permite them 
to purchase every raw material of manufac- 
tures free of tax, thus enabling them to pro- 
duce all that they can sell at a cost as low as 
is practicable. The people of Canada have 
every facility which the law can furnish for 
the manufacture of all articles, while a pro- 
tective tariff would have the effect of so in- 
creasing the production in Canada that 
foreign goods would come in and eventually 
undersell them in the Canadian markets. No 
people have more reason to congratulate 
themselves upon the wisdom -of their Gov- 
ernment than have the people of the Do- 
minion of Canada. They have escaped a 
policy certain to end in extravagance, spolia- 
tion, excessive taxation, and reduced popula- 
tion. 

DEMOCRATIC PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATES. 

This isa bad year for Presidential candi- 
dates on the Democratic side. One by one 
they drop by the wayside. Prominent men- 
tion in connection with the nomination at 
St. Louis seems to carry with it some revela- 
tion of personal unfitness by reason of a 
blemish in the record. Mr. Henpgicxs is the 
latest victim to the pains of Democratic can- 
didature. His alleged operations in GaTLine 
gun contracts have been followed by a more 
serious and better established charge rela- 
tive to his interest in the Indianopolis Water- 
Works, which seem to have applied the prin- 
ciples of Credit Mobiler to something besides 
railway speculations. The charge made 
against him is that, as a Director 6f the Com- 
pany, he used his position in connection with 
other Directors to manipulate stocks and 
bonds in his own interest and at the ex- 
pense of the stockholders. Indeed, it seems 
that, in the first place, he accepted a gift of 
stock to act as Director, which of itself is a 
questionable if not dishonest transaction, 
and generally carries with it the pre- 
sumption that the man who accepts 
the gratuity has consented to be 
used to float a scheme which will 
not stand on its own merits. After having 
entered the Company on these dubious terms, 
it is further charged that Gov. Henpricks 
shared in commissions for the sale of bonds 
to himself and other Directors, and otherwise 
manipulated the affairs of the Company in 
such manner as to acquire some $62,450 
worth of stock and bonds at a cost to himself 
of only $17,500! If this is true, it was simply 
a swindle on all stockholders in the Company 
who paid for their investments ; and nobody 
will undertake to controvert the proposition 
that a man who will consent to any question- 
able operations in a private or comparatively 
small way will not hesitate to lend himself 
to operations of the same nature on a more 
extensive scale. 

Where is this thing going to stop? And 
will the Democrats have any Presiden- 
tial candidates left, if the thing goes on? 
These are questions that have become 
pertinent and important in view of 
late developments. There was Mr. Pre- 
DLETON, who was known as Gentleman 
Gzorce,” and who has recently loomed 
up into more prominence than at any time 
since he contested the nomination with Mr. 
Seymour. But Gentleman Grorcz,” by 
his own admission, acted as a claim-agent 
against the Government, and recovered $148, - 
558 on a claim which the principal owner 
thereof had pronounced not worth five cents 
on the dollar, and then appropriated to his 
private use 50 per cent thereof. Indeed, it is 
believed that there is still something worse 
in this Penpuerow affair. So he is out of 
the way. Then a serious charge has been 
made against Mr. Trronx in connection with 
the management of the Terre Haute, Alton & 
St. Louis Railroad, which he cannot afford 
to pass over in silence. Rag-Baby ALLEN is 
also in trouble for having held his farm, 
which he acquired through his wife, as against 
heirs who were entitled to their part of it. 
And now Mr. Henpricss is implicated in a 
transaction that involves bad morals and dis- 
reputable practices; and his part in it is 
stated with so much particularity that we 
greatly fear there is basis for it. As 
against Mr. Tuurman, there seems to have 
been no allegation of personal corruption so 
far, but he has not been very prominent as a 
candidate of late, and his double-dealing on 
the currency question is politically reprehen- 
sible. Then there is the old Whig and Re- 
publican, Judge Davm Davis, of Illinois, but 
.the Democrats will certainly hesitate to en- 
danger the future usefulness and integrity of 
‘the Supreme Court by taking a Presidential 
candidate from that Bench, and thereby offer- 
ing a temptation to all Supreme Judges in 
the future to prostitute their position to 
political and partisan ends. Chief-—Justice 
Warts, a much abler man than Davi, re- 
cently declined to permit the use of his name 
in connection with the Presidency on this 
very ground. If Judge Davis does not take 
equally high ground, the Democrats will 
searcely set so dangerous a precedent a his 
nomination would establish. So there re- 
mains to them only Gov. Toxx, who is a 
little off color, and Senator Bararp, who has 
never been named except as a possible com- 
promise candidate. And yet this wholesale 
slaughter of Democratic candidates is in a 
party which has not been exposed to the 
trials and temptations of national office-hold- 
ing for sixteen years. It is very sad. 

A MULE STORY. 

Mr. Penpueton having, by his own confes- 
sion in the Kentucky Railroad business, 
doomed himself to an untimely political 
grave from which there is no resurrection ; 
the Indianapolis water-works stock-jobbing 
swindle having been brought to light and laid 
out Henpricks cold as a pickled mackerel; 
and the Terre Haute Railroad job having, we 
dreadfully fear, sent that illustrious reformer 
Sam Tron to join the throng of defunct 
Democratic politicians, the organs of that 
party have engaged in mud-flinging with ro- 
doubled vigor. Perceiving the bootlessness 
of all efforts to galvanize into vitality their 
defunct chieftains and Presidential aspirants, 
they have embarked in a campaign of scandal 
for the purpose of making out that every 
honest man in the Republican party who 
is liable to be nominated is no better 
than the Democratic defunct afore- 
said and the other shining lights who 
are on the way to join them. Naturally, 
Secretary Bristow, whose incorruptible in- 
tegrity and the courage and vigor with which 
he smashed the Whisky Ring make him es. 
pecially odious to them, has been singled out 
for attack. They have set about demolishing 
him witha muletale. Itis soontold In 
March, 1865, when the Confederacy was tot- 
tering on its last legs, Pap Tuomas was 
preparing for a final, rapid, decisive advance 
in his department, and it couldn't be made 
until a large lot of mules had been secured 
for the necessary transportation and supply. 
trains. Of course every effort was made to 
procure them with the utmost dispatch ; and 


among other contracts made in that regard 
was one by Quartermaster Howzanp, of 
which the folowing memorandum was made: 

Orrice ASSISTANT QUARTERMASTER, NASHVILLE, 
Tenn., March 9, 1865.—I hereby obligate myself, as an 
officer of the Government, to receive of T. T. TarLon, 
agent, 1,000 good, serviceable mules that will inspect 
up to the required standard, said mules to be delivered 
in Nashville, Tenn., on or before the 20th day of April 
next, at the following prices, to-wit. : $160, $167.50, and 


$175 each, respectively, for 14, 1434, and 15 hand 
mules, Henry Howranp, 


Captain and Acting Quartermaster. 

One hundred of the animals were delivered 
under this contract, and the remainder had 
been purchased or contracted for, when the 
Rebellion collapsed ; and the contractors in 
question, in common with other contractors, 
found left on their hands droves of mules 
bought for the Government which the latter 
didn’t want, while the sales of army mules, 
for which there was no longer use, broke the 
market. Where there was no dispute as to 
the validity of the contract, the Government 
reimbursed the contractors for the losses by 
them sustained. There was question as to 
the validity of the Howxzanp contract. That 
was obviously whether the written memo- 
randum, which alone was a mere proposition, 
was accepted by the other party. The con- 
tract was not such as the law requires to be 
reduced to writing, and the acceptance mak- 
ing it complete might have been oral, or im- 
plied from the acts of the contractors with 
the approval of the Quartermaster. It was a 
question of law for the courts, to be deter- 
mined upon all the facts, whether 
the Howzanp contract was binding upon 
the Government. The Court of Claims 
was established to adjudicate precisely 
such questions, and thither this mule claim 
was taken. A brief of the case was prepared 
by alawyer for the claimants, who engaged 
Mr. Baistow, then not a Government official 
but a practicing attorney, to simply argue 
before the Court of Claims the law points 
rajsed upon the brief. He did so, and on the 
law points secured a decision in favor of the 
claimants, for which his fee was not 50 per 
cent, as has been falsely stated, but 10 per 
cent, the usual fee in litigated collection 
cases. There is no pretense that the dam- 
ages allowed were too great. The sole ques- 
tion is as to whether the contract was obliga- 
tory upon the Government. That the 
Court decided, after hearing, in the 
affirmative. Mr. Bristow held no offi- 
cial position, brought to bear no party 
pressure or personal or political influ- 
ence upon the Court, but simply, upon the 
brief made up by the lawyer originally em- 
ployed in the case, argued the law pomts in- 
volved; and the majority of the Court sus- 
tained him. For it all he charged the ordi- 
nary fee for collection in litigated cases. And 
that is all there is of it, and the utmost 
malevolence can find about it nothing un- 
professional nor dishonorable. All the mud- 
flinging in the world cannot disguise it, nor 
bring his action in this matter to be regarded 
as on a par with Mr. Henpiicxs’ Water- Works 
Ring operations, Mr. Tors railroad finan- 
ciering a la Jay Gobi, or Mr. Penpueton’s 
lobbying through the War Department of a 
stale, rejected fraudulent railroad claim, to 
do which he paid one bribe of $30,000, and 
then for himself pocketed one-half the entire 
proceeds. The mule story is harmless to the 
man against whom itis brought. After the 
manner of the mule itself, it will damage 
only those who stand behind it. 

COLLECTING THE WHISKY-TAX. 

Senator Gorpon, of Georgia, made a 
speech in the Senate last week in support of 
some resolutions which he introduced to se- 
cure a radical change in the present system 
of collecting the whisky-tax. His speech 
drew out a reply from Senator Morton, of 
Indiana, and the imperfect Associated Press 
report of the debate led Tun Tumor at the 
time to criticise both gentlemen for a partisan 
consideration of a subject which ought 
to be disposed of on its merits, 
without any regard to party bear- 
ings. A later perusal of the verbatim 
report of Senator Gorpon’s speech has con- 
vinced us that his purpose was higher and 
better than that which we attributed to him; 
and, though there were some of his remarks 
which were well calculated to stir up Senator 
Morron’s hot blood, the speech for the most 
part looked to the improvement of the reve- 
nue system without undertaking to make 
party capital out of the occasion. Indeed, 
the Senator disclaimed in advance any reflec- 
tion on the Administration, and attacked the 
system itself as so defective and false that no 
party could hope to escape the corruption 
incident to it; and he also appealed very 
eloquently to the Senate to bury party con- 
siderations ima common effort to bring about 
a permanent reform in the excise. In this 
sense, Senator Gorpon’s resolutions are 
worthy of serious consideration, and onght 
to command the co-operation of all the honest 
men in Congress. The following is their 
text : 

Wrereas, The frequent enormous frauds commit- 
ted by distillers and Government efficials have de- 
prived the Government of a large proportion of its le- 
gitimate revenue and brought disrepute upon an im- 6 
portant branch of the public service; and 

Wuereas, The interests of the people and the good 
name of the Government demand that Congress shall 
take immediate steps to o amend the laws as to secure 
economy aad honesty in the collection of the internal 
revenue: Therefore, 

Resolved, That the Committee on Finance be in- 
structed to ascertain, if possible, what are the defects 
in the present system, and what legislation is neces- 
sary to remedy these defects; and especially to in- 


quire: 
First— Whether ft be advisable to so amend the laws 


as to levy the whisky tax directly upon the capacity 
of the fermenting tube and require it to be collected 
in advance; and, 

Second To creates corpse of excise to hold office 
indefinitely, removable only for incapacity or mal- 
feasance in office, 

The loss in revenue from the failure to 
collect the tax on whisky was estimated by 
Mr. Gorpon from one of Mr. Fesszenpen’s re- 
ports when the latter was Secretary of the 

. Mr. Fessznpen, in 1864, declared 
the yield of the distilleries to have been about 
100,000,000 gallons for that year, and he also 
stated (which no one will be inclined to deny) 
that the demand is as steady as the appe- 
tite is fixed and exacting.” It is probable 
that the average yield has very largely in- 
creased since that time, but we think the 
Secretary's estimate too high, but at all events 
it is safe to assume that the consumption has 
never since been less than in 1864, whether 
the tax was $2 or 20 cents a gallon. Tax 
should have paid, on this basis, on 1,300,- 
000,000 gallons of whisky during thirteen 
years, and this would have yielded $1,260,- 
000,000 from the varying rates of excise that 
have been levied. But Mr. Pratt, Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, reports that only 
$490,000,000, in round numbers, have been 
collected from this source during the thirteen 
years, or a loss tothe Government of more 
than half certainly for that time. This 
showing proves sufficiently that some change 
is imperative, and the resolution requiring 
the Finance Committee to canvass the change 
recommended by Mr. Gorpon was timely and 
proper. 

Though that portion of the resolution look- 
ing to the creation of an excise corps, to hold 


office subject to removal for incapacity or 
malfeasance only, was placed second, Senator 
Gorpon gave it the first place in his speech. 
As a practicable and permanent improvement 
in the civil service, this proposition is entitled 
to the support of every man, Republican or 
Democrat, who is opposed to the spoils sys- 
tem of patronage, which appoints and re- 
moves arbitrarily for partisan purposes. In 
commenting on the fact that Great Britain 
can collect a tax of $2.50 gold per gallon 
from the distillers, while the American Gov- 
ernment has never been able to collect the 
moiety, if any, tax (even when it was as low 
as 20 cents), the principal reason which 
Mr. Gorpon gave for this discrepancy was 
that England appoints her officers solely to 
collect her taxes, while they are appointed in 
this country to aid the party which happens 
to have the appointing power for the time 
being. Were there no other difference than 
this, it would be enough, we think, to ac- 
count for the advantage England has in this 
respect. Mr. Gorpon described the English 
excise service as follows: 

Sir, before one of England's citizens is considered 
competent to hold the very lowest position in her rev- 
enue service, he must be nominated by the Treasury, 
examined by boards of officers, put out to tuition, and 
re-examined as to qualifications and character. This, 
I say, is required for the applicant for the lowest 
office before ean step upon the first round of the 
official ladder with a salary almost contemptible in 
amount, and with duties less important than those of 
an ordinary clerk. But what is the case here? A 
political partisan, without any experience, without 
any training, without any examination, often, alas, 
without any qualifications save the influence he can 
bring to the party, steps at once upon the topmost 
round of the ladder; is clothed with inquisitorial 
power ; sent forth upon his mission for the party, and 
trusted with untold millions of the people's money and 
the Government revenue. 

But not yet is Great Britain’s revenue officer consid- 
ered worthy the post of a Collector, He must serves 

period before he is promoted to the second 
position. Not yet can be become even an Examiner 
until he has served his Government as long as JacoB 
waited for Rach and equally as devotedly. Still 
England refuses to regard him as competent to the 
high duties ef a Collector. Three more years must he 
serve, and even then can only be promoted upon un- 
challenged merit and upon examination and re-exam- 
ination as to his accounts, as to his capacity, as to the 
character he has borne throughout all his service, and 
the smaliest stain upon his reputation is fatal to his 
preferment. 

This system as compared with the Ameri- 
can system (vividly illustrated just now by 
the opposition in the United States Senate to 
the confirmation of Mr. Drericxson) is a 
much more rational explanation of the fail- 
ure to collect the tax in this country than to 
assume that Americans are more dishonest 
than Englishmen. Such a reform in the ex- 
cise system would be desirable not only in 
itself, but because it would open the way for 
a similar reform in other branches of the 
public service. 

Senator Gorpon also supports warmly his 
proposition to tax the capacity of the fer- 
menting tubs and require it to be collected 
in adwance. He makes the point that this is 
not the system which was once tried and 
failed in Scotland. That was a tax upon the 
„Stills,“ the capacity of which could be in- 
creased in defiance of the officers; but the 
tubs are simply wooden vessels, the capacity 
of which can be ascertained by measurement. 
In fact, the capacity of all fermenting tubs 
in use is now a matter of record in the Reve- 
nus Department, so that the change, if 
thought desirable, could be made at once. 
It would dispense with a horde of office- 
holdera, and save probably 90 per cent of the 
cost of collecting the tax. The proposition 
should be seriously considered, and, if inves- 
tigation indicates that it is feasible, it ought 
to be tried. For ourselves, we can scarcely 
doubt that it will be an improvement over 
the present system, that a very much larger 
proportion of the tax will be collected, and 
that the purity of the public service will be 
promoted thereby. 
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right in declining to appear before the Com- 
mittee of the United States Senate having his 
nomination in charge.

He finds that claim- 
owners are anxious to trade off their claims 
for flour and bacon, and that the miners were 
earning at the most from 50 cents to $1 a 
day. He has not been able to find any occn- 
pation that would yield a fair day's wages. 
Such direct testimony as this onght to deter 
men from yielding to the new fever which 
the report of the gold in the Black Hills has 
excited, and ought to offset the efforts of 
speculators who are making up emigration 
parties for their own personal profit. The 
amount of poverty, suffering, deprivation, 
and misery in the Black Hills during 
the coming season will only be lim- 
ited by the number of impecunious 
emigrants who shall flock thither in 
the expectation of finding gold in paying 
quantities. Even if there were more gold 
there than has yet been discovered, the cost 
of getting it would in the aggregate largely 
exceed its value after it was obtained ; but, 
under the present circumstances, any man 
who goes to the Black Hills for any other 
purpose than that of pleasure, health, or 
sight-seeing, is wasting his money and time 
only to court danger and suffering.

High Water on the Gulf Coast—Territf. 
ic Gales and Considerable Damage 
Snow-Storms at Memphis, Cairo, 
Sioux City, and Westward, Eatirely 
Unprecedented for the Season—Oifi- 
cial Observations. 

Special swatch to The Chicage Tribune. 
Carro, III., March 20.—The snow here con- 
tinned until 10 o’clock this morning—in all 
about 13 or 14 inches, tho deepest snow seen 
here in twelve years and the deepest ever known 
at this season. The wind to-night is from the 


north, and is growing colder. 

Mempuis, Tenn., March 20.—Since 7 o'clock 
last evening up to 10 this morning 10 inches of 
snow have fallen, and it is still snowing. The 
etreet-cars are uvable to run, and the trains on 
ali the roads are delayed. The streets are full 
of improvised sleighs. Such a snow-storm was 
never witnessed here before. The one of last 
March, which was unprecedented, only measured 
about 8 inches. The telegraph lines south are 
prostrated, and it is not known how far south 
the storm has extended. 

New OrveANs, March 20.—Dispatches from 
Shreveport, Vicksburg, and Jackson report à so- 
vore wind and rain storm Sunday night, follow- 
ed by light snow. The storm was severe at all 
points on the Gulf coast between New Orleans 
and Mobile. Many wharves and boat-houses 
were destroyed and shipping was damaged. The 
loss at Bay St. Louis, Pass Christian, Mis- 
sissippi, Bilovi, Ocean Springs, and Pass 
Coganta will probably exceed 0.000. 
Damages to the New Orleans & Mobile Railroad 
have delayed trains. Mails will come via Meri- 
dian, Jackson, and Bilovi, Miss. All boat-houses 
and wharves here except three were swept away 
last night by the storm, and several schooners 
were driven ashore. Damage estimated at 

10,000. 

. New Orueans, March 20.—The water in Lake 
Pontchartrain is higher than ithas been since 
the great flood of 1871. In Bayou St. John the 
water from the lake, meeting the flood 
and rain-water from the city, overflowed 
its west bank, doing much damage to 
gardens, etc., etc., on the outskirts of the city, 
and nearly 20 miles of the New Orleans & Mo- 
bile Railroad is red and doubtless eatly 
damaged.

We intend 
going to trial, and I have a couple of affidavits 
here which I desire to read your Honor, and sup- 
plement them by my own statement of facts 
upon which I base this action. I only want a 


few days, which are absolutely necessary, and 
that from no fault of ours. 

THE AFFIDAVIT 
was read, as follows: 

Herman J. Pahiman, being duly eworn, deposes and 
says that he is one of the defendants above-named; 
that he was indicted jointly with David G. Rush on 
the 29th day of January, 1576; that immediately after 
his indictment he retained Emory A, Storrs as his 
counsel, who was then absent from the city, and that 
in consequence of the continued absence of said 

he was unabie to have any consultation with 
him for the purpose of paring his defense until 
during the present month; that since said consulté- 
tion this deponent has diligently applied himself to 
the preparation of his said cause for trial, in collecting 
evidence to be used upon said trial, but, after the most 
diligent exertion, is yet unprepared; that the evi- 
dence necessary for this deponent’s defense is in 
a great measure documentary, and after the most dil- 
igent exertion this t had been unable to secure 
much of said evidence, including the books of the Chi- 
cago Alcohol Works, now in possession of the Govern- 
ment; that it claimed and pretended that 


Chicago Alcohol Worka, which were in the house of 
Roelle, Junker & Co., are not now in existence; that 
this deponent believes that a portion of said papers 
were purposely destroyed or concealed with the object 
of preventing this t from using the same upon 
said trial, and that said documents are vital and in- 


And this deponent further says that since this canse 
called, on Friday morning, the 17th inst., he has 
spent his entire time, to the exclusion of all other 
business, m preparing for the trial of said cause; that 
he has not been able to procure the documents neces- 
sary for his defense; that the co-defendant, David G. 
Rush, has not been able since last 17th March to have 
any consultation with this deponent until Sunday, the 
19th inst.; that this deponent has searched in the 
office of the Collector of Internal Revenue for forms 
52 and u from October, 1871, to May 1, 1875, also for 
Storekeepers’ records for the Chicago Alcohol Works, 
but has been unable to find the same; and that ail said 
documents are necessary and essential for this de- 
ponent on the trial of said cause; that this deponent 
nas a good, perfect, and wumuplete defense to said in- 
dictments upon their merits; that he intends on good 
faith to go to trial thereon; that under no circum- 
stances and at no time will he plead guilty to any or 
either of the counts in said indictment, and that he 
believes that in one week from this time he can and 
will be prepared for trial. 

Next the following affidavit by Dr. Rush was 
read : 

David G. Rush, beimg duly sworn, deposes and says 
that he is one of the defendants above named; that 
shortly after the above indictment was found against 
him he retained and employed Mr. Stanford as his 
counsel; that since the 17th of March, inst., this de- 
fendant, in consequence of the sickness of his said 
counsel, bas been unable to Lave any consultation with 
him; thas on said Mth day of March, inst., it was 
agreed that s meeting for the purpose of preparing the 
defense in said cause should be had between this de- 
fendant and his said counsel and the said Herman 8.

After the reading of the first affidavit, Mr. 
Pahlman wae called upon to swear to it which he 
did with the utmost equanimity. 

Mn. STORRS. 
Now, after my return from St. Louis, about the 
let of March, there was a week or ten days when 
it was simply a physical impossibility for me to 
do any business. That was all there was about 
it. It is not necessary to say that when I 
start out I am pretty diligent in the 
preparation of my cases. Since Frida 
no time has deen lost, and if 
have ever worked to getacase ready I have 
worked in this one, and if your Honor knew how 
{ have been engaged, and how much there was 
to arrange and putin line, and how this prepar- 
ation will establish the innocence of these de- 
fendante, you would see the justice of tnis request. 
I don’t want delay in the sense in which that 
term is used. I thing about Thursday morning 
—and that is a pretty short time—I might come 
here and be ready for trial. These gentle- 
men seem to be the only gentlemen 
who stand up and face theirindictment. It is 
proper for me to state here that, as I under- 
stand it, the case differs in some very essential 
particulars from any of those which have pre- 
ceded it—some very vital and essential particu- 
lars. Dr. Rush and Mr. Pahimao are old citi- 
gens here. They have a good deal of care for 
their reputation, even though they should lose 
it ata expense. They don’t mean to 
plead guilty, because they don’t think they are. 
They want a fair trial, a full and com- 
plete investigation of all these charges, 
and I happen to know it is utterly 
impossible for them to have such 2 
trialas the law accords them, and which I am 
sure your Honor wouid be very giad for them to 
receive, if we should be forced into it to-day, 
We might struggle through to success, but the 
prize is a very high ono,—the case one of 
transcendent consequence. They don’t look 
upon the plea of guilty as 4 joke, and don’t in- 
tend to ipterpose any sueb plea. They want * 
trial, and, if they are convicted, they will of 
course submit to it. They don’t believe they 
will be. I believe for myseif—I know—there has 
been no moment of time lost, and as faithful and 
earnest exertions have been made to prepare 
this case as bave ever been made in any. 

Mr. Pahlman is jointly indicted with Dr. Rush. 
Mr. Stanford is Dr. Rush's counsel. We ought 
to have had a chance of association, although 
separate counsel are employed. I saw Mr. Stau- 
ford for the first time Friday morning, and he 
agreed to meet me the pextday. He bas been 
threateved with diphtheria, and is totally unfit 
to participate in the trial of this or any other 
case. For these reasons I think we ought to 
bave grace extended to us until at least Friday. 

Mr. Stanford made statement to the Court to 
the effect that he haa been sick with diputheria, 
hed only appeared in court Friday as @ matter of 
compulsion, and-had not been able since then to 
have avy consultation with Mr. Storrs 15 refer- 
ence to the issues in the case. 

Tne Court dryly remarked that it was for the

granted the defendants or not. 
CONTINUED TILL WEDNESDAY. 

Mr. Bangs remarked that he was ready and 
anxious for the trial, and that, from what tho 
gentlemen bad said, he didn't eee any good legal 
reasons for its delay. 

The Court observed that he didnt see in the 
suggestions made in the affidavits that the par- 
ties would be any better prepared to proceed at 
a later day except that counsel might have an

r. Storrs—if your Honor will allow me to 
state, Saturday Mr. Pahlman got a large mass of 
documentary evidence, but we haven’t had ac- 
cese to the books of the Chicago Alcohol Works. 
I believe on further search the other documents 
can be procured, and I want to compare those 
documents with his books. It is necessary, and 
I can hardly do it during the trial. I shali have 
tocome here to do it, for I presume the Col- 
lector will not allow me to take the books away. 

The Court—I am very much averse to forcing 
anybody into a triai of sograve a character with- 
out ample opportunity for preparation. But I 
can hardly see that there has been any lack of 
opportunity for preparation here. The parties 
were notified four weeks ago that the jury would 
be here on the 14th of this month. "A these 
parties were notified, and there has been ample 
opportunity to get their documentary evidence 
together and to make their coilations, and in- 
stead of that it seems they only commenced on 
the 18th. 

Mr. Storrs—If your Honor will allow me, that 
is not the fact. 

The Court—It would hardly seem as though 
the parties had made up their mi as to 
whether they would go to trial or not. 

Mr, Storrs—Mr. Pahlman made up his mind 
from the word go“ to have this trial. It was. 
delayed in one way on account of my protracted 
absence. Then it was fair to presume some of 
these other cases would be tried first. In re- 
gard to Pahlman, from the very first there has 
been no wavering whatever. I cannot speak for 
Dr. Rush, for he is not my client, but for 
Mr. Pahlman 1 know that to be the case. 
From the first time he had a consultation 
with me he began to make his defense, and has 
been diligently pursuing it ever since. I have 
practiced in this Court a great while, and intend 
not to trespass on the patience of the Court at 
all. Individually, I have been in such a state 
that it hasn’t been possible for me to get ready, 
aod it places me ata terrible disadvantage to 
force me to defend men of standing like Mr. 
Pahlman, associated with Dr. Rush, when I am 
all at loose ends. I have got the thread and the 
line, and I shall not do anything else but get 
ready, and it will be tried. 

Tbe Court—The case may go over till Wednes- 
day morning. 

Mr. Storrs—If I am not absolutely ready, I 
shall go to trial without a single word of whim- 
pering. 

The Court—Unless some objection is made by 
the District-Attorney that is insuperabie, 
shall let the case go over till Wednesday morn- 


ing. 
The District-Attorney by this time was not 
offering any insuperable objections, and Mr. 
Storrs departed with his client in great joy at 
two davs’ grace. 
The Court then wanted to know what would 


happen next. 

The Distriet-Attorney replied that something 
might be ready for trial this morning. One of 
the indicted Storekeepers— 

MB. RUDOLPH VOCKE— 
has been given up on one recognizance, and he 
was now in custody. The surety in the other 
also desired to be released from his recogni- 
zance, and tle question was whether it was tech- 
nically necessary to bring the party inte court 
from jail 

The Court thought it was not ad 
long as the defendant was known to be in cus- 
tody. Under the circumstances, he was in the 
possession of the Court as much as though he 
were at the bar of the Court. 

The order was then entered that the prisoner 
had been surrendered and was in jail, and his 
recognizance was ordered to be discharged. 

PETTY CASES. 

This closed the proceedings for the time being, 
but during the remainder of the day there were 
one or two oases in the general barrenness of 
anything connected with whisky matters. Louis 
Berger, the indicted Storekeeper of the illinois 
Distulling Company, came into Court with his 
attorney, Col. Juessen, who made application to 
have bail, which had been put at $7,000, reduced. 
After some argument, in which it was shown 
that Berger was unable to furnish the amount 
asked, the sum was put at $5,000, and James 
Keefe and Charles Sperre appeared as Berger's 
surotics, They were accepted. and entered into 
their recognizances for Bergers appearance 
when wanted. 

Otto Hlartung’s bail was also attended to in 
the course of the afternoon, but he was not 
fortanate enough te secure s reduction, and 

ave bail in the fall amount, $7,000, with Ald. 
’eter Mahr and G. H. A. Thomas as sureties. 

In the case of Weisenfeld, whose recogni- 
zance had been forfeited at the morning session, 
the Court ordered a bench warrant issued for 
his arrest. New bail will probably be furnished 


to-day. 
PAHLMAN. 
GATHERING UP HIS EVIDENCE. 

Among the distinguished visitors at the Cus- 
tom-House yesterday, Pahlman and Rush were 
not the least conspicuous. Having obtained a 
continuance of their cases until Wednesday, they 
immediatety set about to collect the various 
forms, papers, books, etc., referred to by Mr. 
Storrs, in his argument for a continuance, as 
having been up to that time unattainable. The 
chief reason why the papers had not been 
sought lay in the fact that Pahiman and Rush 
undoubtedly believed that others of the second 
batch would stand trial before they did, 
and they naturally wanted to eee how 
matters were going to shape up before they pat 
forth their best efforts in their own cases. In- 
stead of the arrangement working with due 


‘smoothness and regalarity, the second-batch 


fellows wilted when they came to the test and 
pleaded guilty, so that the case of Pahlman and 
Rush, the eleventh on the docket, really became 
the first, and they were unexpsctedly called 
upon to get ready for trialin a very short time. 
Hence the motion for a continuance. It was 
not much of a delay which they obtained, 
and there * no, doubt thas they 
would not dare grumbled if the 
time had been extended into a week, instead of 
two short days. Still, they were proportionately 
thankful even for this favor, and resolved to 
make the most of it. So they worked yesterday, 
or rather Pahlman worked and Rush looked on 
admiringly, to secure what would add to the évi- 
dence now in band. The profane Pahlman in- 
vaded the Collector’s office after the court pro- 
ceedings had closed, and stated that be wanted 
certain papers which might be of immense 
value to bim. Now, these papers are all 
kept tied up and stowed away in a darksome 
vault where the natural light of aay never 
penetrates, and the contents of which are on! 
made visible by the uocertain aid of very b 
gas. It was some work to pick out the desired 
papers, and there was some grumbling as to 
who should perform the work. Pahlman had 
stated what he wanted, but it would have beeo 
like invading the Holy of Holies for him to have 
penetrated the inner recesses of this dusty old 
iron box. Nobody but ao employe had ever 
crossed its sacred threshold since its erection. 
Hence a clerk must overhaul the dust-covered 
records, untie the copious red-tape which secured 
the bundles, and cull out such pers as 
the pluoky distiller should ask for. There was 
much discussion as to who should be delegated 
to perform this unpleasant job. One member 


| of the force said he would let his wife pull 


every hair out of his already partially bald cra- 
nium before he would ransack that d—d old dus 
heap. Another swore he would rather go with- 
out his drinks for the next hour than be caught 
in there. At last, however, they all saw the ne- 
ceasity of somebody's going into the vault, 
climbing up its sides, stretching his peck, and 
swallowing clouds of dust, and they hit upon 
the peppy expedient of tossing up for the 
work. The lot fell upon J. Parsons Cook. As 
he read his fate, his eye kindled and his cheek 
flushed, but he set about to do his duty, mildly 
resolving to get even with those fellows some 
day.

practically did nothing yesterday, but sat around 
in their usual Micawber-like attitude. Whatever 
they may be expecting to investigate has not yet 
transpired, though it is hinted that a certain 
distillery firm may be brought up short. Yes- 
terday the jurors met at 10 o'clock. For an 
hour they sat in their sanctum, chattering about 
the crops and the cold weather, otc. The case 
of the countgrfeiter Roach finally came up and 
several witnesses were leisurely examired. 

In the afternoon absolutely nothing was done, 
although tne Gauger Mueller wastin waiting ia 
the constant expectancy of being called in to 
give his testimony. 

THE LAST BUMOB. 

There was arumor in certain circles at the 
Custom-House yesterday involving a former 
revenue Officer in the apparently all-pervading 
crookedness of the Chicago Ring. Ihe officer 
alluded to has been heretofore considered as 
above suspicion, and the fact thatthe rumor 
cannot be vouched for by anybody of thorouch 
reliability makes it unworthy of credit. The 
story is about as follows : 

It was this officer’s duty to look around among 
the distilleries and see that everything was 
moving on in accordance with the principles 
of honesty and the Internal Kevenue law. 

the course of his visits he used 
to 2 around at tho Chicago 
Alcohol Works, and on one occasion remarked 
the absence of the Gauger. Upon inquiry, the 
latter was found with some of his Teutonic 
friends in a neighboring saloon quietly eajoving 
a friendly glass. He was remonstrated with for 
his dereliction when he returned to the distillery 
with the officer, but when the latier bad finisbed 
bis lecture the Gauger turned on him, and said, 
“Come up-stairs with me, if you want to see 
something.” The twain went up, and the 
Gauger led the oflicer to a secret part of the up- 
per story where an extra mash was being 
worked off. It would naturally be expected 
that the officer would express considerable 
astonishment, and report the crookedness im- 
mediately. Instead of so doing, as the story 
goes, he simply said it was all right, and he 
would attend to it. This is one part of the 
story. The other is that this officer at one time 
received $2,000 from the Alcohol Works while 
at the same time be was receiving a regular 
monthly salary for keeping still as to what was 
going on, as well as his salary from che Govern- 
ment. 

The story does not hang together well. The 
Government, it turns out, has been quiet!y look- 
ing into the matter, and has so far discovered 
nothing tending to bear out the rumor, but, on 
the contrary, has discovered a good deal to show 
its lack of foundation in truth. 

THE INDIGNATION OF THE WHISKY MEN— 
all who squealed and those who went into Court 
and pleaded guilty to two counts of the blanket 
indictments, with the — ot getting a partial 
remission of the penalties to which they are 
subjected—against Rush and Pahiman, who 
notified the yesterday that they would go 
to trial, burns with increasing intensi- 
ty. Yesterday they had reached a stage 
which might be called red-hot, and to-day they 
will be ata white heat. They denounced the 
eloquent Doctor and the profane Pahiman in 
terms that were far from being polite. The 
corridors of the Government building re-echoed 
with objurgatory expletives, to which *‘ foois” 
and ‘‘ idiots” were ciosely appended, and at the 
Tivoli the denunciations knew no limit. And yet 
the squealers are not happy. Judge Blodgett s 
expounding of the law to a Trisune commis- 
sioner Friday is still remembered. It appears to 
them as Banquo's ghost did to Macbeth. It will 
not go down. To avoid it, and to come in so as 
to Eocoughiy enjoy the presumptive benefits 
arising from taroing State’s evidence, is the 
roblem with which they are wrestling. They 
ve come to the conclusion that there is 
only one way to solve it, eod that is to 
force themselves upon the witness-stand before 
the petit jury. and, by showing themselves of 
some use to the Government, cover the implied 
pledge of immunity, and get out somehow. But. 
by some unfortunate combination of circum- 
stances, allthe squealers can’t swear against 
Pahlman and Rush, and those who can are 
happy compered with those who can’t. 

A dozen efforts were made during the day to 
induce Rush to pull out, and come into the 
squealers’ combination. It is said that a few of 
the squealers are empowered by the authorities 
to e almost any terms with the bull-headed 
fighters, to induce them to draw in and not go 
to trial. But Rush obstinate, and says he 
will not plead guilty when be is not guilty, and 
that no amount of persuasion will induce to 
change bis plan. 

In the meantime there is warm discussion 
— the great band of squealers as to who 
shall have the honor of sending the plucky Doc- 
tor to Joliet. 

Storrs and Stanford were busy during the 
whole of yesterday for trial. 
Storrs promises 
the prosecution ; 
ing fearful that knows too much 
about the inside workings of affairs. Baoga 
would prefer almost —— to a trial just now, 
and it was hinted yesterday that a Sey sete — 
be entered Wednesday morning, the Government 
preferring that course to a showing-up of all the 
evidence taken, and the class af mea who have 
furnished it.

WASHINGTON NOTES. 
THE CHICAGO COLLECTORSHIP. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago iribune. 

Wasurnoron, D. C., March 20.—The name of 
Joel D. Harvey, to be Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue of the Chicago District, was sent to the 
Senate to-day in place of that of R. P. Derick- 
son, withdrawn. Gen. Logan and the Republic- 
an Congressmen from Illinois who signed the 
recommendations of Harvey have therefore ap- 
parently carried their point, and have vindicated 
what they have representel to be their 
right to a voice in appointmerfts within 
their own districts. The appointee could not 
properly be called within the district of any of 
the Congresswen except Logan and Farwell. 
The rest of the Congressmen signed the recom- 
mendation out of what they regard as good- 
fellowship for their Congressional associates, 
and, as several of them assert, for the further 
reason that they intend to have a voice in simi- 
lar appointments in their districts. The signa- 
tures were tedly obtained in the spirit of 
what may be called Congressional comrade- 
ship; but there can be mo doubt that 
they were obtained. Several of those who 
signed say that every Republican Congressman 
from Lllinois except Oglesby, who was absent, 
signed the Harvey paper. of the gossi 
about the matter is that Russell Jones Wil 
iam H. Bradley tirst sent a telegram to Logan 
and others recommendimg Harvey, and that the 
same dav they sent a second telegram canceling 
their first one, and recommending Derickson, 
and that meanwhile the parties to whom the 
first telegram was sent had spoken to the Presi- 
dent in favor of Harvey. 

THE PIERREPONT LETTER.

USELESS EMPLOYES. 

At a regular meeting of the Common Council, 
held March 13, Ald. Waterman easayed to intro- 
duce a resolution aiming to curtail the number 
of employes in the Board of Public Works, but, 
owing to the chicanery of some of the Aldermen 
whose henchmen hold the majority of these of- 
fices, the resolution was defeated, and laid over 
for some future meeting. Last evening the 
matter was lost sight of, owing, probably, to 
other and more important matters, Ata mect- 
ing of the Common Council the Board of Public 
Works submitted a list of regular employes to 
the Council, but it is asserted that there are 
many regular employes outside of those men- 
tioned in that list who, for very good reasons, 
are embraced in the category, of laborers aud 
other employes. The truth seems to be, that the 
number of employes is greatly in excess of what 
ia needed, and the Board of Public Works seem 
to know this as well as any one. The water po- 
licemen, of whom there are about twenty, are 
entirely useless, as are also various other 
employes in and about the Water and Sewerage 
Departments. No one denies that the Board 
bas been used for supplying vagrant ward-bum- 
mers with positions, simpiy because they hap- 
pen to have the influence of some Alderman or 
other official. The resolution which Ald. Water- 
man attempted to introduce has already had a 
very salutary effect, which could no doubt be 

reatly enhanced by its passage, for already the 
Board of Public Works announce that al 
useless employes, including the water policemen 
will be discharged on the Ist of next 
month. Inasmuch asthe Council has cut out 
appropriations for nearly all works of public 
improvement, the number of these useless em- 
ployes will be considerable. In making these 
curtailments the Board should remember the 
number of imbecile sidewalk inspectors and so- 
called assistant engineers of street improve- 
ments and sewerage. In the Water Office there 
are a large number of employes who could 
be easily done away with, thereby sav- 
ing a considerable sum of the water 
rents, out of which fund they are 
paid. The number of laborers, too, can be re- 
duced at least two-thirds. and, by a strict and 
careful management of those remaining, they 
could be made to cover the ground and do the 
work better than the large force at present em- 
ployed. The Board assert they will make all 
feasible reductions in this respect, provided they 
are not tampered with by either the Mayor or 
the Aldermen. 

* CITY FINANCES.

CASUALTIES. 


THE RAILROAD ACCIDENT AT (MILWAUKEE. 
Spectal Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 


Mitwavxeg, March 19.—There is little further 
of public interest to be said respecting the ter- 
rible railroad disaster on the lake sbore, further 
than that the temporary track laid down at the 
scene of the calamity has been strengthened, 
and traffic is now uninterrupted. Men were at 
work nearly all day and night, at times up to their 
waists in freezing water, fürst, in attempting to 
extricate the body of John Lynch, the fireman, 
which was not gotten out till 9 p. m., and then 
in dismantling the locomotive as much as possi- 
ble so as to expedite the task of lifting the 
wreck out of the lake. The water 
hae been exceedingly stormy, and it was very 
hard to do anything in it, the surf being 3 and 4 
feet high the whole time, and the undertow 
wonderfully strong. It is stated, but with what 
truth cannot be at this moment ascertained, that 
the presence of a spring updermining the soil on 
which the substructure supporting the track 
that slid into the lake rested was well known to 
the officers of the road, and the Roadmaster of 
this section made it a rule to examine 
the spot personally every evening, 
but on the evening breceding the 
catastrophe was prevented from or neglected 
doing so. Tue Tarox correspondent made 3 
further examination of the spot this morning, 
and found confirmation of his first view, that 
the foundation of the substructure, or of what 
is by courtesy called a “‘ breakwater,” had been 
gradually washed away, leaving for several feet 
nothing’ upon which to rest but a delusive 
crust, or thin shell of sand, scooped away under- 
neath. Thus, when the locomotive came slowly 
on, the track must have begun to slide before it 
reached the defective place, and then, suddenly, 
at the undermined epot, the whole superstructure 
gave way, the rails snapped off short. and the rear 
end of the locomotive went off first, drawing 
the head affter, the track and all on it sliding 
into the lake in the shape of a V upside down, 
thus, 4,—but with the feet of the letterzfurther 
apart. The cab of the locomotive, in which 
were the firemen and engineer, was outermost. 
It turned over on its side in falling. From their 
position when found, itis evident the men died 
at their post, each lying inthe position usually 
occupied when standing in the cab. God was 
mercifal to them. in this, that the agony 
was soon over. The breathing humans were 
probably corpses inside of ten seconds. Death 
doubtless overtook them before they had yet 
fully realized their peril. The lake was roaring, 
the wind was blowing, the great beams were 
crashing, an avalanche of earth, and cars, and 
rails, and stones, and timbers was tumbling on 
top of them, and in the bewildering rush came 
the angel of death. Mrs. Webber was singing 
cheerily at her work in the kitchen when a mes- 
senger from the Railroad Company went up to 
“te ae her for tue sad news of ber 

uspand’s death. To-day several gentlemen 
are interesting themselves in getting 
up a public entertainment for the benefit of the 
widows and orphans; and a call for a public 
meeting at the Chamber of Commerce, at 7:30 
to-morrow evening, to organize, will be issued 
to-night.

CUTTING UNDER. 
GETTING EVEN WITH ST. LOUIS. 


The General Freight Agents of the Chicago, 


Quincy, Chicago & Northwestern, and Chicago 
& Alton Railroads, held a meeting yesterday 
morning for the purpose of taking some action 
regarding the cutting of freight rates to Coun- 
cil Bluffs and Missouri River points, of which 
mention has been made in yesterday's Taisuns. 
As previously stated, the present disrup- 
tion in rates to the above points 
was brought about by a quarrel among the St. 
Louis roads, which consequently broke the tariff 
heretofore in force. This compelled the Chica- 
go roads to go back on the tariff rates also, and 
make such rates as to enable them to maintain 
their supremacy. Heretofore St. Louis has been 
allowed an advantage in rates to Kaneas City and 
Missouri River pointe, but, owing to the treach- 
erous action of the St. Louis roads during the last 
two weeks, the Chicago roads have decided at their 
meeting yesterday to make their rates from this 
city to those points the same as is now charged 
by the St. Louis roads. The tariff adopted yee- 
terday is unusually low, and a reduction on the 
old rates of from 25 to 40 percent. Following 
are the new rates established yesterday, and 
which will remain in force until the St. Louisans 
come to terms:

Mr. Robb—He treated us with great candor, but we 
could not move him, and never got more than IN cent 
per mile. He threatened at one time to take militar 
possession of the railroads of the country, and we had 
to be very obedient, and do what we were told. 

Reporter—I understand it to be your opinion that 
the Government did not act justly in this matter. 

Mr. Robb—I say the thing was not just. The rail- 
roads bad rendered the most important service in the 
military operations of the Government. Without them 
such a rebellion could never have been put down, 
Schofield’s corps, 22,000 men, were trans from 
the Tennessee River to the Potomac, out the loss 
of a man, in sixteen days.
